9. Shall the Town vote a Tax on the Grand List for the expenses of 
maintaining and repairing Town Highways, and if so, how much. 

10. Shall the Town vote to defray expenses of Surety Bonds for the 
Town Officers where bonds are required by law. 

11. Shall the Town vote to appropriate the sum of $100.00 for payment 
of expenses for the proper observance of Memorial Day. 

12. Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxes for a period of ten years, 
ALL and ANY new’ Workshops. Factories and Mills, in the same, whose con- 
struction will begin A. D. 1961 and will employ 25 or more persons who are 
taxpayers in West Rutland. 

13. Shall the Town vote to exempt from taxes for a period of live years, 
from the DATE OF THIS MEETING, All buildings whose construction will 
begin A. D. 1961 and USED AND OCCUPIED EXCLUSIVELY BY THE 
OWNER AS A HOME and appraised by the listers in the Grand List, ex- 
clusive of land, at NOT MORE than $5,000.00 and NOT LESS than $1,000.00. 

14. Shall the Town vote to pay current taxes direct to the Town Treas- 
urer and if so on what dates and whether or not a discount shall be allowed. 

15. Shall the Tow r u vote a tax of ten cents on the dollar of the Grand 
List for sidewalk construction. 

16. Shall the Town vote to lease the Pleasant Street School to the 
American Legion and if so appoint the Selectmen as Agents to handle the 
transaction. 
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17. Shall the Town vote to purchase a truck for Town use and the 
necessary tax money for the purchase of same. 

18. Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue regulations 
as to parking of ears during the Winter months. 

19. To act on any other Town Business which may legally come before 
t.he Meeting.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1960 

The health of the town of West Rutland is the concern of its 
citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State De- 
partment of Health. 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were attended 
by 28 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered 2. 
At the request of attending doctors 0 children received pediatric 
consultations, 0 received hospital diagnosis, 7 with orthopedic, 
cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services or 
appliances through clinics for handicapped children and 1 were 
given financial aid toward hospitalization costs. Mental retard- 
ation clinic services were extended to 0 children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 43 persons re- 
ceived chest X-rays; 47 children received immunizations, includ- 
ing boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and /or tetanus. 
Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given 55 children 
and adults in clinics and conferences. The State Laboratory per- 
formed tests on 65 water samples, 0 food and dairy products, 70 
blood specimens and 11 othei specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins 
and biologicals were distributed for protection against commun- 
icable diseases. 

There were 28 sanitary inspections or consultations made at 
the town’s food and lodging places and 15 concerning water sup- 
ply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, to pro- 
tect health through improved town sanitation. Services to main- 
tain and improve adult health in industry included 0 chest X-rays 
and inspections and consultations at plants. In connection with 
the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid pro- 
gram for hospital and medical facility construction there were 2 
inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and homes 
for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by 0 persons and groups. 
Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist or 
psychiatric social worker were given 2. Under the community 
mental health program to develop local projects for prevention, 
treatment or education in mental health, financial assistance and 
staff consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health 3 consultations and services 
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were provided groups or individuals on town or school dental 
health problems. 

In cancer work 4 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 

The Public Health nurse served at well-child and school con- 
ferences, X-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local peo- 
ple. She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 100 visits 
on behalf of 58 persons and community health activities. Her 
sendee is an essential element in the department's program for 
health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and 
education.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 

Schools opened September 7th. with 534 pupils registered in 
the Public and Parochial Schools of the Town. 

Children of both schools are checked during the year and 
health records kept of each child. Parents are notified of any de- 
fects. Vitamins were distributed to any child in the Grades, if 
the parents so desired, in September. These Vitamins are offered 
by the Parent Teachers Association to the Graded School Child- 
ren. Children of St. Stanislaus School that receive them pay for 
their own. To date ten thousand Vitamins have been supplied 
for pre-school children. 

In October the 4th. Polio shot was offered to all pupils from 
Grade two through High School in both schools. 

174 Pupils received the 4th. Polio shot on October 4. 

187 Pupils received the 4th. Polio shot on October 5. 

Dr. F. J. Smolinski was the attending physician assisted by 
Miss Elsbeth Menser, Public Health Nurse and Mrs. Esther 
Nelson, School Nurse. Other assistants were Mrs. Stanley Far- 
rell, Mrs. Frank Bruno and Mrs. Stanley Wilk. 

Patch tests were done on 11 children and all reported nega- 
tive. In November all hearing tests were completed in both 
schools. Two children were found with a hearing loss and are now 
under a doctor’s care. 

On December 6 the first School Clinic was held at the Main 
Street School with Dr. Smolinski the attending physician. 

Twenty seven physicals were done. On December 20 the second 
clinic was held. Total immunizations at both clinics were

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 

The annual report of the superintendent of schools for the 
school year past, is hereby respectfully submitted. During the 
summer months, the stairways, the lavatories, the lockers, and 
the floors of all halls were painted. The floors of the rooms oc- 
cupied by grades one and eight, and one room in the high school 
were sanded and sealed. Next year additional floors will also be 
so treated. The wiring on the second floor of the building has 
been changed so as to take care of the installation of flourescent 
lighting. Flourescent lights were installed in the room occupied 
by grade six. Next year, additional flourescent lighting will be 
installed, and eventually all rooms will be equipped with this 
type of lighting. During the past year, a night light was installed 
north of the school building which provided a completely lighted 
exterior on that side during the entire night. This year another 
such light will be placed south of the building so as to provide 
lighting on that side. 

New text books were placed in the elementary grades. Com- 
plete reading texts and workbooks for grade 1 ; spelling, reading, 
arithmetic texts and workbooks in grade 2; spelling, reading, 
arithmetic, reading, texts and workbooks in grade 3; spelling, 
arithmetic, english, reading texts and workbooks in grade 4; 
arithmetic texts in grade 5; reading, english, geography, texts and 
workbooks in grade 6; geography and workbooks in grade 7; 
geography, history texts and workbooks in grade 8. New globes 
w r ere placed in grades 6, 7, and S. 

Mrs. Maiilyn Kapusta resigned her position in the com- 
mercial department to be with her husband who had accepted a 
position as a science instructor in the northern part of the state. 

Miss Mary Atchison resigned her position as English and 
French instructor to accept a position as a teacher in the southern 
part of the state near her home. 

Miss Patricia Polzello, a resident of Rutland, and a graduate 
of Trinity College, was engaged to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Mrs. Kapusta. 

Mr. Kenneth O’Neill, a resident of Chicopee Falls, Mass, 
and a graduate of St. Michael’s College was engaged to teach 
English and French. 

Mrs. Theodosia Jasmin was continued on as part time in- 
structor in music. 
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Miss Helma Erickson was engaged to teach art in the ele- 
mentary grades on a part time basis. 

Miss Cecilia Simentkoski and Miss Patricia Polzello were 
assigned to coach girl's basketball. They devote two sessions per 
week for this extra activity. 

The West Rutland School Band of some sixty odd members 
is again directed by Mr. Napoleon Ianni, a resident of Rutland. 
The activities of the Band for the past year were: football pep 
rally; home football games; Christmas concert; two cake-walks; 
host to University of Vermont band; Easter concert; All-State 
music festival; state music festival parade (Burlington); Ianni 
music festival (Woodstock) ; Woodstock alumni parade (Wood- 
stock) Memorial Day; class night; graduation; Little League 
parade; Maple Sugar Bowl (Shriners’) Game (Hanover, N. H.); 
Chamber of Commerce Christmas Parade; Veterans' Day Parade. 

The Glee Club is directed by Miss Margaret Bliss of the 
High School Faculty. 

The programs sponsored by the Parent Teachers' Associa- 
tion are as following: The band; the vitamin pill program; the 
milk program and the hot lunch program. This latter program 
furnishes a hot lunch during the noon hour. The cost to students 
is $.25 and to the adults $.35. The mothers of the children assist 
in the serving of this lunch. The lunch program serves about 
one hundred and eighty students daily. 

The Driver Education program is under the direct charge of 
Mr. Joseph Zawistoski. The schedule of the program is five class 
periods per week; with ten hours of driver instruction behind the 
wheel. The instruction in the training car is during the hours of 
3:15 to 5:15. 

Modern business machines, electric typewriter; dictaphone, 
adding machine, etc., are rented for use in the commercial de- 
partment. 

The schedule of the school bus is the same as last year, 
namely; arriving at Whipple Hollow at S o’clock in the morning, 
proceeding along Pleasant Street, down Barnes to the schools. 
The bus then goes to Anderson Street, along Pleasant Street, to 
Center Rutland, Clarendon Avenue and to the schools. The bus 
makes one trip in the afternoon. The students are picked up by 
the bus in the afternoon at 3:30 and are then delivered to their 
homes. The bus makes only one trip in the afternoon. 
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Tax money was provided to the West Rutland High School 
Athletic Department. The purpose of this money is to purchase 
new and additional equipment for athletics, both boys and girls. 

This year the guidance office is open all afternoon everyday. 
With the added time Mr. Egan is able to meet at least twice with 
every student and also have time in the spring to talk with the 
students in the upper grades. The guidance office deals with in- 
dividual student problems, curriculum and post-high school goals. 

Mr. Dimick, the State Director of Guidance, again visited 
the school, noting we meet all state requirements. This year the 
State Department of Education after approval of our program 
appropriated the sum of $264.38. 

All high school students take a series of aptitude and in- 
telligence tests. The eight grade takes a high-school placement 
test. The aptitude tests consist of the series of Differential Apti- 
tude Tests and Cooperative tests in the fields of English, Math, 
Science, and Reading. The intelligence tests are the Terman- 
McNemar Tests of Mental Ability and the Iowa Tests of Mental 
Ability. 

Representatives from the University of Vermont, Castleton 
Teachers College, St. Michaels and Vermont Agricultural and 
Technical Institute have visited with the seniors explaining their 
respective programs of study. College preparatory seniors are 
also aided by the guidance office in selecting a suitable school and 
obtaining scholarship information. 

Miss Bove of the Vermont State Unemployment Service 
interviews and tests our commercial seniors. As a result of this 
service most seniors find they have a job waiting for them at the 
end of the school year. 

The National Merit Scholarship Test, the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test have been administered to college pre- 
paratory juniors and any seniors who wished to take advantage 
of these tests. All colleges require the college Entrance Examina- 
tions, the guidance office has secured the necessary forms and 
aids students with the proper completion of these forms.
